HOW TO USE THE BALLOT 


Mrs. C. Gilesn Se Speaks To Large 

Gathering of Women in 
Punchard Hall ‘ 
Nearly two hundred: women and a few 
men gathered in Punchard hall on Wed- 
nesday evening to hear Mrs. C. U. Gilson 
speak on’ ‘Citizenship and the Use of 
the Ballot”. The meeting was arranged 
by the Andover League of Women Vo- 
ters and the speaker was introduced by 
Mrs. Horace M. Poynter. 

Mrs. Gilson expressed the hope that 
all her hearers had decided definitely 
how they wished to vote as no new ideas 
were ever brought forward in the last 
two weeks before election and the 
charges made by politicians during that 
| time were not such as should influence 

the intelligent voter. 

As for the ballot itself the speaker 
said that Massachusetts was the second 
state in 1888 to adopt the present prac- 
tical election ballot. The provision for 
absolute secrecy whereby a_ voter -is 

“alone with his conscience and a pencil,”’ 
and is not answerable for the way he 
votes to a living soul, has ensured clean,

It should be possible to handle from 
250 to 400 voters an hour which would 
give ample opportunity for each one of 
the 3122 voters in precinct one to cast a 
ballot. 

The moral is ‘‘Vote as early in the 
day as possible,” so that every moment 
may be used to the best advantage. 

The criticism that precinct one should 
have been divided before election day 
is answered by the statement that there 
was not time to go through the necessary 
procedures before election.

intimate happenings and the visitors 
met in hotel lobbies and corridors. 
Characteristics of Lodge, Borah, John- 
son, Lowden, Harding and many others 
prominent on the floor were rapidly and 
vividly commented on, with their unwill- 
ingness to guide, help, plan or prophesy 
in the early convention hours, though 
later great spontaneity of action was 
urged. The leaders of course met dele- 
gations and saw them properly quartered. 
The first days were filled with sightseeing 
and political wock proceeded slowly 
while resolutions were under considera- 
tion. 

The slight personal touches, Borah’s 
speeches from headquarters, John- 
son's appearances, Lowden’s involement 
with the Missouri delegates, Lodge’s 
failure as to vocal powers when he called 
Willis of Ohio to the chair, that stout, 
pleasant-faced man who in his nomina- 
tion speech had closed his eulogy of the 
senator with the appeal: ‘Boys, and 
girls, let’s take Warren Harding!” 
had an immensely telling effect as de- 
livered by Mr. Frost. 

Episodes of the periods of applause 
timed to last an hour, led on by certain 
men with signal and war-cry at times of 
flagging —for Wood, for Johnson, for 
Lowden, not so evidently spurred and 
guided for Harding, Hoover and Coo'- 
idge—were followed eagerly by all pre- 
sent; especially the vice-presidential 
incident (when the ticket had been con- 
sidered fairly shaped for Harding and 
Lenroot, and men were leaving the hall) 
applause broke out as Mr. Frost drama- 
tically told of McCalmont’s call for 
Calvin Coolidge, the Oregonian just 
barely gained recognition by the chair: 
whereupon the Bay State men began to 
seek other delegations for Coolidge votes 
on the coming ballot. Just here the 
speaker tellingly observed “All this was 
to a great extent due to the work of your 
townsman John N. Cole in the early days 
of the Convention and before it, pre- 
paring the path for Coolidge.” 

After the president’s speech of thanks, 
and a rising vote of the audience, re- 
freshments were served, and a_ social 
hour followed, all feeling great pleasure 
and satisfaction from the meeting.

WHY I SHALL VOTE THE REPUBLICAN TICKET 


For one who has been for a long time a member of the Republican 
party to feel any need of setting forth reasons for his faith may at first 
thought appear to be superfluous, and under ordinary conditions it would 
be superfluous. But conditions this year in connection with the election 
to be held next Tuesday are not only not ordinary, but they will probably 
for all time stand as unique in connection with political contests in the 
United States. 

Much of the argument that has been presented in connection with 
the campaign may be dismissed with little consideration, not that such 
argument has not appeared to many men to have value, but because its 
value is so apparent.as to need no comment to make it effective. Asso- 
ciated with considerable criticism of the extravagance of the administra- 
tion, much of the argument may be dismissed as having no real value, in- 
asmuch as waste is natural under war conditions, and a certain amount of 
it may be justified. Beyond that point, however, of justification for a 
certain amount of waste, there is not the least question but that the public 
is justified in seriously objecting to any government that does some things 
that the government at Washington has been responsible for in the last 
seven years. 

We may pass without comment, because it is so apparent to every- 
body, the Jong period of hypocrisy and deceit that has controlled the ad- 
ministration. From the slogan of four years ago that “‘He kept us out of 
war’ up to the present crocodile tears being shed by the same gentleman 
over his “bleeding heart,” it has been one act after another emphasizing 
the insincerity of the world’s greatest ego. There are many things, how- 
ever, not related to the war, entirely of a domestic nature, that cannot be 
overlooked in calling into review the eight years of Democratic misrule. 

No stronger points have been made before an Andover audience for a 
long time than those brought out by Lieutenant-Governor Cox in his re- 
view of the sugar and coal situations, and by Congressman Rogers in his 
reference to the raincoat waste of the Government.° These, however, are 
but trifles in the great aggregate of mismanagement in which the north 
has been the pronounced sufferer, to the advantage of that section of the 
country where sectionalism has so often been dominant. ;

This was made possible by a ruling in the War De- 
partment designed solely to protect the youth of the south, andjthe money- , 
makers’ of the south, from heeding the call supposed to be on a basis of . 
equal distribution of the eligible men based upon actual census figures. 
This is a chapter in the handling of the war that.is one of the most vicious ~ 
evidences of sectional administration yet presented to the nation in con- 
nection with the many similar incidents already so well understood. ‘The 
bill of particulars could be-drawn wilh almost no limit, but case after case 
is so definitely understood by the voters that it would seem unnecessary to 
cite further. 

The great dominant issue of the campaign has revolved around the 
problems associated with the President’s attempt to compel the American 
people to adopt his views on the League of Nations. Flere we mayentifely 
overlook parties and individuals who may have and do have so many pro- 
nounced different opinions, and it seems to the writer, we may rely eatirely 
upon our confidence in the great nation of which we are a part, no matter 
which party may be in power, to maintain before the world the integrity 
of American ideals and American purposes in government. The writer can 
present no more clear-cut, high-purposed attitude toward this issue than 
that contained in the communication published on this page from the pen 
of Mr. Douglas Crawford, and filled with a spirit of appreciation of Ameri- 
can institutions as the safe anchor at this time, rather than protestations 
of any party leaders. 

Without further discussion of the fundamentals, the writer will vote 
the Republican ticket — 

BECAUSE under Democratic administration there is no longer 
in control of the world’s greatest democracy the desires of the people as 
expressed through their legally constituted media of government. A 
single mind attempts to dominate as completely as ever did the mind of 
the Czar of Russia or the Emperor of Germany. The single mind takes 
no advice except that which it inspires, and yields to no argument except 
that which it frames. The basis of the great American system of govern- 
ment is a constitution founded upon law, fully tried and for a long time 
wisely-applied. The law and the constitution can niake America continue 
to progress. Autocratic individualism can only result in destruction, 

BECAUSE — extravagance in government is the greatest evil of the 
present day, and carries greater menace to national growth and business 
prosperity within the country itself than any other single factor to be con- 
sidered, To check this tendency the last Congress under Republican rule 
made the most effective attempt, and produced the most striking result, 
ever yet attempted and produced in the history of American legislation. 
With a recommended expenditure in excess of six billions of dollars for 
consideration, careful pruning, wise leadership, and applied business princi- 
ples under Kepublican ‘congressional control cut the demands over 30 
per cent.

League of Nations 


The Republican party is not opposed 
to the purposes underlying a League of 
Nations. On the contrary, it is heartily 
in favor of any organization whose pur- 
pose is the abolition of war and the es- 
tablishment of friendly relations be- 
tween nations.

Into no other country can the vast 
numbers of peoples:from other nations 
come and feel so at home as they can in 
this country. They come and become 
Americans: which means that they 
change somewhat from what they were, 
to adapt themselves to new conditions 
and new people. But the country also 
changes itself somewhat to adapt itself 
to the newcomers. The America of 
today is not made up, of English Puri- 
tans and Cavaliers; it is made up of 
Europeans, Asiatics, and Africans, who 
have merged into an International, Am- 
erican people. 

The reservations do not aim at keep- 
ing the United States out of a League of 
Nations. They aim merely at presery- 
ing the United States, at protecting her, 
lest. by her joining unreservedly with 
nations which in their social-interna- 
tional sense have not progressed as far 
as she, she go back and sacrifice the 
progress she has already made in the 
realms of idealism.

GUARANTEES FAIR

Declares Definite National Agri- 
cultural Policy Is Vital to 
Country’s Welfare.

WOULD PUT END TO PRICE 
FIXING OF FARM PRODUCTS 


im Address Before Minnesota State 
Fair Republican Nominee Shows 
Profound Understanding of 


Farming and Its Problems. 


Minneapolis, (Special).—“The time 
has come when, as a nation, we must 
determine upon q definite agricultural 
policy. We must decide whether we 
shall undertake to make of the United 
States a.self-sustaining nation—which 
means that we shall grow within our 
own boundaries all of the staple food 
products needed to maintain the high- 
est type of civilization—or. whether 
we shall continue to exploit our agri- 
cultural resources for the benefit of 
our industrial and commerical life, and 
to leave to posterity the task of finding 
food enough, by strong-arm methods, 
if necessary, to support the coming 
hundreds of millions. 

“I believe in the self-sustaining, in- 
dependent, self-reliant nation, agricul- 
turally, industrially and _ politically. 
We are then the guarantors of our own 
security and are equal to the task.” 

So declared Senator Harding in a 
masterly address before the Minnesota 
State Fair here, in which he revealed 
& most profound understanding of 
agriculture, its problems and-its rela- 
tion to the farmer and the consumer in 
the cities. This speech has been de- 


scribed as the greatest speech on agri- }- 


culture which has ever been made by 
a Presidential candidate. 

Among other things he said: 

“A good many years’ ago a Chinese 
philosopher uttered a profound truth 
when he said: ‘The well-being of a 
people is like a tree; agriculture is its 
root, manufacture and commerce are 
{ts branches and its life; if the root 
is injured the leaves fall, the branches 
break and the tree dies.’ 


Cause for Concern, 

“It may seem strange to many good 
people that at this particular time any 
one should quote this saying of a wise 
old Chinese. Never in all our history 
have prices of farm products ruled 
so high, measured in dollars, as during 
the past four years. Farm land in the 
great surplus-producing states has ad- 
vanced to unheard of prices, with 
every indication that, but for the tight 
money conditions, it would go still 
higher. Apparently the farmers of the 
land are enjoying unprecedented pros- 
perity. Why then, even by implica- 
tion, suggest that something may be 
wrong with our agriculture, and that 
the trouble may be communicated to 
our manufactures and commerce? Peo- 
ple in the cities are disposed to think 
that if there is anything wrong it is 
fn the cities where food is selling at 
such high prices, and not in the coun- 
try where the food is produced. But 
both farm and city students of national 
problems see in the present agricul- 
tural situation certain conditions 
which give cause for real concern to 
every lover of his country.” 

He then referred in a most interest- 
ing way to the development of the 
great central west and sketched briefly 
the settlement of the great. central val- 
“Teys, as foliows: 

“Through the homestea 
government gave a farfn of the richest 

. land in the world to every man who 
wanted one. Railroads were built, the 
prairies were plowed up, and almost 
overnight the agricultural production 
of the United States increased by 
50 per cent. Grains were produced 
and sold at the bare cost of utilizing 
the soil, and the farmers of the older 
states to the east were smothered by 
this flood of cheap grain. The only 
thing that could be done with this 
snnerabundance of food was to build 
cities out of it. And great cities we 
did build, not only in the United 
States, but across the seas,” 

He spoke of the hard conditions 
whicb came upon the farmers of the 
central west as a result of their over- 
production, and then of the gradual 
improvement which began about 1905, 
when the increased population in the 
cities heyan to catch up with farm pro- 
duction, and hew this increased de- 
mand for food was accelerated by the 
great World War. 

Speaking of the part played by the 
farmer during the war, he said: 

Splendid Part of Farmers. 

“The splendid part played by the 
farmers of the nation during the war 
probably never will be understood or 
fully appreciated by our people. More 
than 25 per cent of all our fighting 
men came from the farms, and after 
sending their sons to the camps, the 
fathers and mothers, with the help of 
the younger children, turned to and 


produced more food than was ever be- | 
the history of the 


fore produced in 
world in the same time and from the 
same area of land. Their working 
days were measured not by the clock, 
but by the number of daylight hours. 
They took to themselves’ the respon- 


sibility of feeding not only our own | 


people, but also our allies across the 
sea. In more ways than one, our farm- 
ers made the war their war, and count- 
ed no sacrifice too great to help fight it 
through» to a successful finish. The 
story of what they did, written by 
‘some one who understands ft, will 
\ furnish one of the most glorious chap- 
ters in American history. One thing 
1 may say—in every American con- 
flict, from the revolution for Independ- 
ence to the world war for maintained 
rights, the farmer has been 100 per 
cent American and ready for every 
sacrifice.” 
He then pointed out some of the un- 


law ‘the 


fortunate results in agriculture, grow- 
ing out of war conditions, especially 
the premium put on grain growing at 
the expense of livestock production. 
He referred to the heavy losses suffer- 
ed by many livestock producers and 
feeders, and pointed out the urgent 
need of restoring the balance between 


livestock and grain production as 
quickly as possible. On this subject 
he said: 


“For two outstanding reasons the 
maintenance of a normal balance be- 
tween livestock and grain production 
{s a matter of national concern, One 
is that we are a meat-eating people, 
and should have a fairly uniform sup- 
ply at a reasonable price. Conditions 
which either greatly stimulate or 
greatly discourage livestock produc- 
tion result in prices altogether too high 
for the average consuming public or 
altogether too low for the producer 
The other is that the over-stimulation 
of grain production depletes the fer- 
tility of our land, which is our great- 
est national asset, and results in a 
greater supply than cap be consumed 
at a price profitable to the producer, 
and finally to widespread agricultural 
distress from which all of our people 
suffer.” 

Speaking of the trend of prices of 
farm products during the next two or 
three years, he said that no one could 
forecast them with any accuracy. That 
as a nation we are undergoing the 
same experience that the individual 
undergoes when recovering from a 
long and dangerous illness. And then 
he made this significant statement: 

“It must be evident, however, to any 
one who has given the matter even 
superficial consideration, that we have 
now come to the end of the long period 
of agricultural exploitation in the 
United States. No longer are there 
great and easy and awaiting areas of 
fertile land awaiting the land hungry. 
We have now under the plow prac- 
tically all of our easily-tillable land, 
though idle areas await reclamation 
and development by that genius and 
determination which ever have made 
nature respond to human needs. Ad- 
ditions of consequence, which we may 
make to our farming area, from this 
time on, must come by putting water 
on the dry lands of the arid and semt- 
arid country, or by taking water off of 
the swamp lands, of which we have 
large areas in some sections, or by dig- 


_ging the stumps out of the cut-ove 


timber lands of the north and south’ 
‘Other Alternative an Unhappy One. 
“If we should unhappily choose the 

course of industrial and commercial 


promotion at the expense of agricul-’ 


ture, cities will continue to grow at the 
expense of the rural community, ag- 
riculture will inevitably break down 
and finally destroy the finest rural 
civilization, with the greatest possibili- 
ties the world has ever seen. Decreased 
farm production will make dear food 
and we shall be obliged to send our 
ships to far-away nations in search of 
cheap foodstuffs, the importation of 
which is sure to intensify agricultural 
discouraxement and distress at home, 

“If, on the other hand, we sl.all de- 
termine to build up here a_self-sus- 
taining nation—and what lover of his 
country can make a different choice? 
—then we mist at opce set about the 
development of a system of agriculture 
which will enable us to feed our peo- 
ple abundantly, with some spare for 
export in years of plenty, and at prices 
which will insure to the farmer and 
his family both financial rewards and 
educational, social and religious liv- 
ing conditions fairly comparable to 
those offered by the cities. A sound 
system of agriculture can not be main- 
tained on any other basis. Anything 
short of a fair return upon invested 
capital, and a fair wage for the labor 
which goes into the crops, and enough 
in addition to enable the farmer to 
maintain the fertility of his soil, and 
insure against natural hazards will 
drive large numbers of farmers to the 
cities.” 

Senator Harding made it perfectly 
clear that this is a problem in which 
city people have just as much interest 
as the farmer. That unless we can 


~Werk..out.a rational and fair agricul- 
tural policy, the drift to the city will 


continue and our trouble will grow 
constantly worse. 

Speaking of farm organizations, he 
said the farm organization of. the pres- 
ent day is quite different from the or- 
ganization of the past: that farmers 
have learned sound principles of or- 
ganization; that they are adapting to 
their work the methods which busi- 
ness men and working men have found 
successful in furthering their own in- 
terests. He referred especially to the 
successful organizations established by 
the ffuit growers of the west and by 
the grain growers of the northwest, and 
said the farmers of the corn belt 
states are also rapidly perfecting the 
most powerful organization of farm- 
ers ever known in the country. He 
pointed out very frankly the danger 
that would come to the nation if the 
problems of the farmer were not 
frankly recognized, and if the farmer 
was not given absolutely fair treat- 
ment. 

He said we have witnessed restrict- 
ed production of manufactures and of 
labor, but we have not yet experienced 
the intentionally restricted production 
of foodstuffs, and expressed the hope 
that we never may have that experi- 
ence. 

While frankly recognizing the need 
of.a. national agricultural policy, he 
disclaimed any intention of suggesting 
that the government should. work out 
an elaborate system of agriculture and 
then try to impose it on the farmers 
of the country. He denounced such an 
effort as utterly repugnant to Amert- 
ean ideals. He said that government 
paternalism, whether applied to ag- 
riculture or to any other of our great 
national industries, would stifle ambl- 
tion, impair efficiency, lessen produc- 
tion and make us a nation of depend- 
ent incompetents. He said the farmer 
requires no special favors at the hands 
of the government. All he needs is a 
fair chance and such just considera- 
tion for agriculture as we ought to 
give to a basic industry, and ever seek 
to promote for our common good. 

Senator Harding then spoke of the 
definite policies to which the Republi- 
‘can party is committed, and which he, 
as its candidate, endorses. 

Farm Representation. 

First.—The need of farm representa 
tion in larger governmental affairs is 
recognized. During the past sever 
years the right of agriculture to 8 


eed 


voice in governmental administration 


has been practically ignored, and at | 


times thé farmer has suffered griev- 
ousl¥ as a result. The farmer has @ 
vital interest in our trade relations 
with other countries, in the adminis- 
tration of our financial policies and in 
many of the larger activities of the 
government. 

Second.—The right of farmers to 
form co-operative associations for the 
marketing of their products must be 
granted. The parasite in distribution 
who preys on. both producer and con- 
sumer must no longer sap the vitality 
of this fundamental life, 

Scientific Study. 

Third. — The Republican party 
pledges itself to a scientific study of 
agricultural prices and farm produc 
tion costs, both at home and abroad, 
with a view to reducing the frequency 
of abnormal fluctuations here. Stabili 
zation will contribute to everybody’s 
confidence. Furmers have complained 
bitterly of the frequent and violent 
fluctuations in prices of farm products, 
and especially in prices of live stock. 
They do not find such fluctuations in 
the products of other industries. In a 
general way prices of farm products 
must go up or down, according to 
whether there is a plentiful crop or a 
short one, The farmer’s raw materials 
are the fertility of the soil, the sun- 
shine and the rain, and the size of his 
crops is measured by the supply of 
these raw materials and the skill with 
which he makes use of them. He can- 
not control his production and adjust 
it to the demand as can the manufac- 
turer. But he can see no good reason 
why the prices of his products should 
fluctuate so violently from week to 
week and sometimes from day to day. . 

To Stop Price Fixing. 

Fourth.—We promise to put an end 
to unnecessary price fixing of farm 
products and to ill considered efforts 
arbitrarily to reduce farm product 
prices, 

Government drives against food 
prices such as we have experienced 
during the past two years are vain and 
useless. The ostensible purpose of 
such drives js to reduce the price the 
consumer pays for food. The actual 
result is unjustly to depress for a time 
the prices the farmer receives for his 
grain and live stock, but with no ap- 
preciable reduction in the price the 
consumer pays. Such drives simply 
give the speculator and the profiteer 
additional opportunities to add_ to 
their exactions. 

Fifth_We favor the administration 
of the farm loan act so-as to help:men 
who farm to secure farms of their own 
and to give to them long tinie credits, 
needed to practice the best methods of 
diversified farming. 

We also favor the authorization of 
associations to provide the necessary 
machinery to furnish .personal credit 
to the man, whether land owner or 
tenant, who is hampered for lack of 
working capital. Unfortunately as 
land increases in value tenancy also 
increases. 

An Increasing Evil. 

This hus been true throughout his- 
tory, At the present time probably 
one-half of the high priced land in the 
corn belt states is farmed-by: men who, 
hecause of lack of capital, find it nec- 
essury to rent. This increase In ten- 
ancy brings with it evils which are a 
real menace to national welfare. The 
tenant who lacks suflicient working 
capital and who too often is working 
under a short time lease is forced to 
farin the land to the limit and rob it of 
its fertility in order to pay the rent. 
Amid such conditions we have ineffi- 
cient schools, broken down churches 
and a sadly limited social life. We 
should therefore concern ourselves not 
only in helping men to secure farms 
of their own and in helping the tenant 
secure the working capital he needs to 
carry on the best methods of diverst- 
fied farming, but we should work out 
a system of land leasing which, while 
doing full justice to both landlord and 
tenant, will at the same time conserve 
the fertility of the soil. 

Transportation Systems, 

Sixth.—We do not longer recognize 
the right to speculative profit in the 
operation of our transportation sys- 


tems, but.w~e.are..pledged to restore. 


them to the highest state of efficiency 
as quickly as possible. Agriculture has 
suffered more severely than any other 
industry through the inefficient rail- 
road service -of the-last two years. 
Many farmers have incurred disas- 
trous losses through inability to mar- 
ket their grain and live stock. Sucha 
condition must not be permitted to 
continue. We must bring about con- 
ditions which will give us prompt serv- 
ice at the lowest possible rates. 

Seventh.—We are pledged to the re- 
vision of the tariff as soon as condi- 
tions shall make it necessary for the 
preservation of the home market for 
Almerican labor, American agriculture 
and American industry. If we are to 
build up a self sustaining agriculture 
here at home the farmer must be pro- 
tected from unfair competition from 
those countries where agriculture is 
still being exploited and where the 
standards of living on the farm are 
much lower than here. We have asked 
for higher American standards; let us 
maintain them. 

So long as America can produce the 
foods we need I am in favor of buying 
from America first. 

Fewer Land Hogs. 

Under a sound system*of agricul- 
ture, fostered and safeguarded by wise 
and fair administration of state and 
federal government, the farmers of the 
United States can feed our people for 
many centuries—perhaps indefinitely. 
Farming is not an auxillary; it is the 
main plant, and geared with It, insep- 
arably, is every wheel of transporta- 
tion and industry. America could not 
go on with a dissatisfied farming peo- 
ple, and no nation {s secure where land 
hunger abides. We need fewer land 
hogs, who menace our future, and 
more fat hogs for ham and bacon. We 
need less beguilement In cultivating a 
quadrennial crop of votes and more 
consideration for farming as our basic 
industry. We need less appeal to class 
consciousness and more resolute intel- 
ligence in promptly solving our prob- 
lems. We need rest and recuperation 
for a soil which has been worked out 
in agitation and more and better har- 
vests in the inviting fields of mutual 
understanding. We need less of grief 
about the ills which we may charge te 
the neglect of our citizenship and more 
confidence in just government, — 
with determination to make and hol 
it Just.

Make Heating Equipment Work 
and Save Coal

Coal never will be cheap again. Save 
coal and save money by following these 
directions: 

1. See that the chimney is clear by 
burning paper at the base of the flue 
through the pipe-cap, or in the check of 
the furnace. 

2. See that your smoke pipe to the 
chimney is sound and well connected 
and where it enters the chimney sclidly 
mortared to prevent air leakage. 

3. See that surfaces of all parts of the 
heater are free from scale and soot — 
1-8 in. coating on surfaces will cause a 
loss of 30 per cent. of heat. 

4. See that all castings on furnace are 
bolted. tightly, all joints cemented, and 
galvanized casings and pipe outlets 
fitted tightly and evenly. 

5. Start your fire by burning paper 
in the fire pot of the furnace to clear 
the flues of dampness. Add wood and 
keep all doors shut and turn damper in 
the smoke pipe open and the check 
damper on furnace shut. Open drop 
door in ashpit to increase draft. As 
the coal ignites, fill the fire pot up even 
with the coaling door. Heap the coal in 
the center cone shape. 

6. Allow the ‘coal to become well 
ignited and burn to blue blaze. When 
the temperature rises to 68 deg., check 
the fire. Keep all doors closed at all 
times, day and night. If the draft is 
good, turn the turn damper in the 
smoke pipe slightly. Then open the cast 
check damper as far as possible, and 
note the effect on the fire. If gas is 
emitted, close the check damper slightly. 

7. Keep the vapor pan of the fur- 
nace always filled with water. Moist 
air, which can only be supplied through 
the warm-air heating system, is warmer 
at 65 deg. than dry air given out by 
other forms of heating at 78 deg. 

8. Do not rake a new fire for 12 hr. 
after starting. Shake the grate only 
until a clear light shows in the ashpit, 
just before the glowing coals start to 
fall. Keep the ashpit clear of ashes at 
all times. 

The Coal You Should Burn 

The Federal Fuel Administration in 
alloting a winter’s coal supply has es- 
tablished the rule of allowing 1 ton for 
every room in a house. By practical ex- 
perience we have found that it is best to 
burn chestnut coal in-a smalfurrace of a 
7-room house; stove coal in the furnace 
of a large house; and that egg coal should 
be burned only under forced draft, and 
even then mixed with smaller coal. 
Never burn pea coal in either a boiler or 
furnace. You will save money and burn 
less coal by using the larger sizes. 


Points 


The secret of heating is this: Burn 
your fire slowly and evenly. Have the 
same fire at night as in the day. This 


saves fuel because it requires more coal 
to heat a cold house in the morning, 
than to keep an even slow fire during 
the night, and besides the house is al- 
ways warm. To conserve coal during a 
period of shortage, spread a thin coating 
of wet ashes over the fire at night, and 
save a shovel full of coal. 

Keep this fact in mind. Coal is put in 
fire pot for the purpose of extracting the 
heat units, and it should not be removed 
until it is entirely reduced to ashes or 
clinkers. 

A full fire pot of coal will give more 
heat and burn for a longer period, and 
prevent the labor of coaling at short in- 
tervals. A proper sized furnace in a 
home should only be coaled three times 
a day of twenty-four hours in very cold 
weather, twice in moderate weather. 
Use your check draft. Study your draft 
and save money. 

Every furnace should be supplied 
with a check”draft; it will pay for it- 
self within a month in the saving of 
fuel. Better yet — every furnace should 
have an automatic regulator. The sav- 
ing in fuel in two winters will pay for 
the regulator. It will prove an invest- 
ment, not an expense. 

Just consider!) Warm air from a fresh 
air heating system circulates throughout 
the house, and does not require the high 
degree of temperature of other systems, 
nor does it draw the moisture from the 
body of the occupants of the house and 
furniture. :
